KEEPS PROMISE. 


Edward F. Grable, president of the

of his union was reported to be over- 
whelmingly In favor of a strike. 


The key to the strike situation was 


apparently held by President Grable. 
on whom hopeu were largely banked 
for averting further walk-outs.

Loop Reduces Interference; 


But Loses 
Effectiveness

America's Foremost Bndia Authority 


'What will a loop antenna do for 


me!" 


Innumerable radio fans ask that 


question. Each could answer it for 
himself if he would get a littlo un- 
derstanding of the structure and op- 
eratipn of the coll or loop antenna. 


This type of aerial Is comprised of 


several vertical wires all connected 
together. 
These vertical wires act 


in tha same way as vertical antennae. 
Their being connected makes It pos- 
sible for the signal energies created 
In them to bo added together and 
tbus feed the receiver. 


But even though there Is a multi- 


plicity of these small vertical an- 
tennae, the total energy produced In 
them, is considerably smaller 
than 


that which would be produced In a 
single large one. 


Only a limited 
number of 
turns 


upon the loop may "be used for a 
given wave length. If the number 
of turns Is' too great, it may be Im- 
possible to use the loop for the de- 
sired wave length. 


Usually the loop 
constructed for 


the reception of 360 meter waves has 
about 10 turns of wire wound on a 
frame measuring three feet on each 
side. 
This should give thexequiva- 


lent of 20 small vertical antennae, 
each three feet In height—or a single 
length 6 feet high, 


ENERGY EFFECTS. 


But the energies 
induced In each 


of these wires does not add fully. 
The resultant energy Is only slight- 
ly greater than that which would be 
received from one group of 10 verti- 
cal wires. This would be equal ap- 
proximately to .the energy received 
In a wire slightly more than SO feet 
In height. 


Most 
amateur 
antenna 
have 
a
